Emil'e Smith was the smallest baby ever 
born in St. Louis. Mrs. Dr. E. Smith of 
2951 Easton avenue, who assisted in the 
‘bringing of the mite into the world, is of 
the opinion that little Emilie was the smal- 
lest baby ever born, regardless of locality. 
She knows of no other case within her pro- 
fessional observance and has read of no 
other instance in the course lot her pro- 
fessional studies where a child was born 
quite as tiny and yet as well-developed as 
this one. 

When Emilie opened her eyes last Mon- 
day morning at 3509 Clark avenue, Mrs. Dr. 
Smith made her a bed in a wad of cotton 
and placed her on a pair of scales. The 
instrument was too clumsy of construction 
to weigh the newcomer, so they sent 
around the corner to the drug store and 
borrowed a pair of letter scales. When 
‘placed on the little platform, which was 
made to hold an ordinary envelope, there 
was room for Emilie and her cotton bed 
and to spare. She was just heavy enough 
to cause the arrow to swerve the fraction 
of a quarter of an inch and mark three 
ounces Think of a human being welapity 
less than one-fifth of a pound! 

If bables were mailable, Emilie could 
have been sent all over the United States 
or to Canada and Mexico for 6 cents. 

“Her name is Emilie,”” said Mrs. Ed 
Smith, her mother, as Dr. Smith held forth 
the doll-like creature in the palm of her 
hand. 

The baby’s head was well shaped, but 
not larger than the big horn buttons on 
the long, blue coat of her father Ed, who 
fs a coachman.

Others in the Coach Became Fright- 
ened, Believing a Hold-Up by 
Desperate Bandits Was 
in Progress. 


Walter L. Peters of 215 North Twenty- 
first street left Union Station on the Irun 
Mountain fast mail train for Hot Springs, 
Ark., Friday evening, and before he had 
gone 100 miles on his journey he ran into a 
couple of three-card monte men on the 
train, who lightened his roll $9 worth. 

The confidence men expected to get 
Peters in their little game and rob him of 
all the money he possessed, a considerable 
amount, which he carried in a pocketbook. 
After making his acquaintance they pro- 
posed that he bet on their trick and Peters 


promnase $9 which he had in loose bills in 
is pocket. 

He was on the point of making a bet, 
when he thought of the stories he had 
read in the newspapers about gold bricks 
and short change customers, and he balked 
short at the proposition and folded the bills 
back in his pocket. 

The two men pressed in upon him, one of 
them insisting that the money had been 
regularly played and lost to them. Peters 
was about to resist when one of the men 
placed a revolver at his head and at the 
samme time jerked the money from feters’ 
pocket. 

The train had just passed Bismarck, Mo., 
and was going at an increased speed. Other 
passengers in the coach noticed the com- 
motion going on in the forward end of the 
car, and when they saw the flash of a re- 
volver they instantly decided that train- 
robbers had got aboard and were about to 
begin operations. 

Several passengers who chanced to be 
armed drew their pistols and made ready 
to resist when the men advanced down 
the car aisite. At the same time the confi- 
dence men caught a glimpse of the exited 
passengers and their — ee er gun barrels, 
and fearing: an attack and capture they 
hurriedly backed to the forward door and 
passed out on the platform. 

Peters raised the alarm that he had 
been robbed and several men sprang for- 
open door. When they 
reached the platform they could see no 
trace of the two men. They had jumped 
from the rapidly moving train rather than 
resist and run chances of being taken pris- 
oners. 

By this t'me the conductor and some of 
the train hands had heard of the disturb- 
ance and entered the car. When the matter 
was explained to the conductor he hurried- 
ly ordered a halt, and a posse of passen- 
gers went back down the road in search of 
the daring couple. The train was moving 
so rapidly that it had gone at least a mile 
anda half from the point at which the rob- 
bers had jumped. It was backed a ghort 
distance, but there were no signs of the 
men. It is supposed they hid themselves in 
the woods, and, with the darkness in their 
favor, managed to elude their pursuers. 

How either man escaped fatal injuries, if 
not instant death when they leaped, was 
a nuzzle to the trainmen. 

Peters remained on the train when it pro- 
ceeded on its journey as far as the next 
station, where, at the advice of the con- 
ductor, he alighted to return to St. Louis. 
A description of the men and the details of 
the robbery were telegraphed to the St. 
Louis Chief of Police. A northbound freight 
train picked Peters up and conveyed him 
back to Bismarck, where, he says, he saw 
one of the robbers on the depot platform. 
The man was pointed out to-the city mar- 
shal of Bismarck by Peters, but the mar- 
shal, it is claimed by Peters, refused to 
arrest him, fearing there was some mis- 
take. 

Peters arrived back in St. 
o’clock Saturday morning, 
Tower Grove Station by Detectives King 
and Lally. who had been assigned to the 
ease by Night Chief Kiely upon his notifi- 
cation of the robbery. Peters said the two 
robbers had remained in Bismarck. 

According to Peters’ description one of 
the mén was between 40 and 4 years old, 
short and stout, with a dark beard all over 
his face. The other man was younger, 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, had a 
dark brown mustache, blue eyes and wore 
a black overcoat. 

Peters says the men joined him in con- 
versation soon after the train left St.

sleep. The nurse and the family thought it 
a good time for the Judge’s sons to get 
breakfast. They went across the street to 
a restaurant and had scarcely been seated 
when a telephone message summoned them 
to return. They made all possible speed,- but 
when they reached the room their father 
was dead. Heart failure was the cause. 

Within an hour there wasa dist'nguished 

gathering.at St Luke’s Hospital, including 
Ex-Gov. Francis, ex-Gov. tone, ex-Su- 
preme Jurge Shepard Barclay, J. M. Wood, 
ex-Attorney-General F. Walker, Judge 
J. MeD Trimble of Kansas City, Morton 
F. Jourdan, Mayor Silver of Jefferson 
City and C. B. Gerhart of St. Louis. There 
were tears ‘in the eyes of all these men as 
they greeted each other and talked of their 
sorrow over the death of their friend. 

Within another hour it had been ar- 
ranged that the family should remain in the 
city until Sunday morning.

A more careful in- 
vestigation was made at the City Hos 
aud it was discovered he wag suffering from 
acute nicotine poinsoning. Emetics were 
administered and hypodermic injections of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia were given. He 
was finally restored. 

Tracey told the hospital doctor that he 
was on his way to the South, where he was 
going to be married. He was accompanied 
by his friend, Clarence Townley, who was 
to be best man at the wedding. He was to 
marry Ella Hunter, a daughter of a wealthy 

lanter, who lived near Corinth, Miss. 
Tracey said he had never taken a drink 
and neither smoked nor chewed, 

Last summer Miss Hunter visited in 
Northern Illinols, She attended the church 
if which Tracey is an active member. They 
were introduced, and each found favor in 


; the other’s eyes. Miss Hun'er prolonged her 


visit, and late last fall, when she returned 
to her Southern home, she and Tracey were 
betrothed. 

The wedding day was set and Tracey and

On tne 
street he became deathly sick. He started 
for a drug store, but was overcome before 
he reached it . 

When he regained consciousness at the 
hospital he asked that his friend be sent 
for. Townley, who had been worried, came 
promptly. Tracey said that though the wed- 
ding would have to be postponed, he was 
anxious to reach Corinth as early as possi- 
ble. and at his own request he was dis- 
charged. The hospital doctors say they 
never saw a worse case of nicotine poison-

Senor de Lome is said to have been informed that Spain thanked him for his 


services; that his day of usefulness is not over, and that when he returns he would 
find a seat waiting for him in the Cortes, where he would be of the utmost value to 
Spain. He has decided to go immediately to his home district and stand for elec- 
tion. This will give him the prestige of a popular vindication, and his expendi- 
ture of $600,000 from his wife’s fortune to aid the Spanish cause here will be re- 
membered gratefully. 

There is a plain disposition on the part of the Administration to shift responsi- 
bility for the diplomatic defeat by De Lome onto Minister Woodford. The claim 
is made that the American Minister has not been sufficiently firm or energetic in 
handling the matter and the Administration is not positive about the time the 
various messages reached Madrid, and it is considered possible that by prompt ac- 
tion Woodford could have frustrated the acceptance of De Lome’s resignation before 
the request for his recall was presented. 

The State Department officials now do not conceal their regret that they did 
not act with promptness and send De Lome’s passports to him. It is alleged that 
they confess had they entertained the slightest suspicion that De Lome would 
have been abte to secure the acceptance of his resignation his passports would have 
been sent him by messenger Wednesday aitetnoon. But the department having 
thus been outgeneraled, De Lome became a private citizen, and out of reach of 
punishment. No wonder De Lome laughs. 

Not only because of De Lome'’s attack on the President was prompt action by 
Mr. McKinley permissible, but in the words of a disinterested diplomat: 
| “The fact is President McKinley and Assistant Secretary Day let this incident 
get away from them. Their plain duty when Senor de Lome acknowledged that 
he was the author of the letter in question, and thereby acknowledged that the 
promises of Spain to the United States made by him were for the simple purpose 
of delay, was to have given him his passports. They hesitated. During the inter- 
val they learned that De Lome had resigned. They were powerless, and it would 


‘be difficult to find a method to restore De Lome as a factor in the controversy.”

THE INCIDENT NOT CLOSED. 

The State Department says the De Lome incident is not closed. Serious con- 
sequences may yet follow. De Lome’s letter contained sentiments which Spain 
must officially disavow. Further, the letter distinctly implied that the present 
autonomy plan and talk of a commercial treaty was_insincere on the part of Spain, 
and only for effect. Spain must give proof that her Minister misrepresented her. 

This 1s said to have been the unanimous conclusion of the Cabinet at yester- 
though no definite action was taken pending the hearing from Min- 
ister Woodford. Assurances to this effect were made to the President. 

Minister Woodford has not yet been specifically instructed to demand from 
Spain the necessary explanations. The delay is because Gen. Woodiord closed his 
cablegram of last night with the words: 

“Full report to follow.” 

It is expected that this report will contain expressions of disavowal of De 
Lome’s-utterances. The State Department officials believe this detailed communi- 
cation from Minister Woodford will be received to-day. Until that informatios 
comes no further Step will be taken at ‘the State Department.

MADRID, Spain, Feb, 12.—Premier Sagasta received me late last afternoon 
and made the following statement regarding the Dupuy de Lome incident for the 


Post-Dispatch: . 

“We were profoundly surprised when the first intimation of the occurrence 
came by the first telegram from Senor Dupuy de Lome, saying that he had been 
advised that the American mewspapers were about to publish a letter he had writ- 
ten to Senor Canalejas, which eontained strong criticisms of President McKin- 
ley. He added that this might make his remaining in Washington undesirable.

“And in another council, held immediately afterward. we took all the steps re- 
quired to place the Legation in the hands of the able first secretary, who is thor- 
oughly acquainted with all the pending political and commercial questions that will 
not suffer delay until a successor to Senor de Lome reaches Washington.

IT TENDS TO CLEAR ZOLA. 


SHOWS THAT EVIDENCE AGAINST 
ESTERHAZY WAS IGNORED 
OR SUPPRESSED. 


SENT TO PRISON HIMSELF. 


Treated as if He Were the Defendant 
and His Prospects in the Army 
Ruined Because He Stood 
Up for the Right. 


PARIS, Feb. 12.—The testimony of Col, 
Picquart yesterday in the Zola trjal was 
damaging to his superior officérs, and fa- 
vorable to Dreyfus, and it also: showed him 
to have been the victim of persecutions 
Since he began his endeaver to probe the 
truth. At the conclusion of the evidence, 
Col. Picquart met with an enthusiastic re- 
ception from the blic. There were cries 
of “Vive Picquart,”” and “Vive l’Arme,” in 
Which many of the lawyers joined. The 
higher military officers were visibly an- 
-noyed at the effect of Col. Picquart’s testi- 
mony. 

M. Zola’s carriage, on leaving the Palais 
de Justice, was followed by a knot of peo- 
ple, shouting “‘Death to Zola,”’ who could 
be heard through the carriage windows ex- 
claiming “The cowards.” The police dis- 
persed 4000 people who were burning pro- 
Zola journals on the _ street. Many ar- 
rests were made, but the persons arrested 
were quickly liberated. ~ 


Col, Picquart's evidence is of the highest 
importance, and thus far is the great event 
of the trial. e gave it with passionleass, 
pitiless completeness, covering the whole 
ground from the moment he was authorized 
to investigate the rising suspicion against 
Comte Esterhazy until he found himself a 
—— at Mont Valeron. The impression 
t left was‘that everything kad been done 
by Gen. Pellieux and Maj. Bavary to shield 
Comte Esterhazy from the consequence of 
giaring breaches of discipline and honor 
while Col. Picquart was disowned, packed 
off to Tunis and eventually arrested. 

Col, Picquart, after referring to his sus- 
picions of Maj, Esterhazy said: 

“T was struck with the resemblance of 
Maj. Esterhazy’s handwriting to that of the 
bordereau, and I subinitted photographs to 
M. Bertillon and Maj. Paty-du Clam, and M. 
Bertillon declared it was exactly the samc 
as that of the bordereau, adding: ‘The Jews 
would do anything in the world to procure 
that writing.’ Maj. py! du Clam said it 
was the handwriting of Dreyfus.’’ 

Col. Picquart said he knew a superior of- 
ficer, whose name was mighty, mentioned 
as furnishing documents to a foreign power, 
adding that he did not wish to further dis- 
close secrets while he, the Colonel, was still 
investigating. 

“The newspapers began an agitation and 
interpellations commenced in the Chamber. 
adding to my difficulties. Then I was sent 
to Tunis, where all letters reached ine 
opened. When I was summoned back from 
Tunis to attend the Esterhazy awry Gen. 
Pellieux treated mé as the real defendant, 
refusing to listen to my charges against 
Maj. sterhazy.’’ 9 

Col. Picquart pointed out thai while the 
anti-Dreyfus papers published fac similes 
of the bordereau, they did not publish a 
fac simile of the letter written by Dreyfus, 
‘tag it would have been too embarrassing,’”’ 
the witness said, implying that a compari- 
s0n would have tended to show that Drey- 
fus was not the author of the bordereau. 

Col. Picquart emphatically denied Gen. 
Peéilieux's statements that he had divulged 
an espoinage affair to outsiders. He candidly 
admitted sending an agent to Maj. Ester- 
hazy’s apartments, but, he pointed out, it 
was at the time Maj. Esterhazy’s flat was 
advertised to let, and his agent only brought 
him an unimportant letter, which, however, 
served for a comparison of handwriting. 

The agent, hoWever, reported that a num- 
ber of letters had been burned in the fire- 
place. Col. Picquart added that he com- 
municated his suspicions of the guilt of Maj. 
I’sterhazy to his chiefs, who never said they 
had additional evidence of the guilt of Drey- 
fus, beyond what he himself knew. 

The witness concluded with stating that 
the intrigues of the officials, of which ne 
had been the victim, had been aimed tto pre- 
vent him from demonstrating the guilt of 
Maj. Esterhazy. 

The evident tendency of the trial in. the 
direction of clearing Zola and vindicating 
the fame of Capt. Dreyfus only exasperates 
the Parisian rabble against the Jews.

- Fact That Thos. Quinn Is a Poorhouse Inmate. 


MR. QUINN WAS ONCE A WELL- 
KNOWN POLITICIAN AND 
BUSINESS MAN—HIS SONS 
ARE PROSPEROUS 
CONTRACTORS. 


Tou proud to beg of his wealthy sons, and 
too fecble to eke out a livelihood for him- 
self, Thomas Quinn, aged 82, once well-to- 
do, is an inmate of the City Poorhouse. 

He sought admission when he found that 
he was starving. Though he has been a 
citizen of §} years’ standing, prominent in 
North End Republican and business cir- 
cles, he said that he did not want his friends 
to know of his poverty and did not seek 
assistance. 

But he tays he did call on his two sons, 
John end Thomas, a week before he went to 
the almshouse., 

John Quinn is of the building contracting 


firm of Johnson & Quinn, offices at 613 Mar- 
ket street. He resides in one of two homes 
he owns, 4236 Cook avenue, valued at $15,000, 

Thomas Quinn is a sand contractor, liv- 
ing in his own house at 2314 Madison street. 
The father says that John has property 
valued at over $20,000 and that Thomas has 


he has had six weeks’ experience at the city 
institution, says that he cannot grow ac- 
customed to it. 

“It grates on one to know that I started 
those boys in business, raised them in plenty 
with good educations and that they should 
cast me aside, soon to be a tenant of pot- 
ter’s field,’’ said he» 

The window lighting his cot gives a view of 
the deadhouse, and the tops of the many 
crude wooden boards that mark the graves 
of the pvor dead. He looked out and 
trembled. 

“I can’t stand it to Hve this way, and 
God knows I don't deserve it,’’ he continued. 

Quinn is as venerable looking a man as 
Mrs. Menges is a woman, and it was 
through the Post-Dispatch publication re- 
aterm this unfortunate that the story of 

homas Quinn became public. Supt. Ober- 
beck learned a week ago, through a boss 
bricklayer who was figuring on some work 
at the institution, of Quinn’s sad story. 

The contractor saw Quinn mérching in 
single file with the other paupers to the 
lunch hail. 

“Why, there’s old man Quinn,” exclaimed 
the contractor. ‘‘Let me hide. I would not 
let him feel the pain of knowing that a 
former business rival was staring at him— 
a pauper.”’ : 

For several days the old man refused to 
reveal kis identity. But the pride gradu- 
ally gave way when the old man saw the 
newspapers and read the article referring 
to ‘Mrs; Menges. 

‘I don't want to quarrel with the boys 
or say harsh things about them,” he said. 
“I don’t suppose an old gray-haired fellow 
like me is anything but trouble to any- 
body. I always hoped to be able to sup- 
port myself till God claimed me. 

“But I lost my property. Forty-five 

ears ago I invested considerable money 
n buildings on leased grounds. I had a 
family of six children and it was little we 
Saved of the earnings. What I saved went 
to help the boys start in business. 

Then my leases ran out and the property 
passed out of my control. The last place to 
BO was my old home at 1230 North Seven- 
teenth street, I had lived there alone, scrap- 
ing tojbuy food. Well, Mrs. Cullerton, who 
owned the land, gave me $300 for the build- 
ing. That was two years ago. Most of this 
went to paying taxes and some sand and 
lime bills. 

“You see, I was in the building business 
too, but I got sick and times got dull. I was 
forced to sell my teams and wagons. Col. 
Ed Butler, who knows me well, was the pur- 
chaser. 

“I had moved into a little house on Maid- 
en Lane, but I could not pay the rent. Mr. 
Kane, the real estate man, was the agent. 
I did not want to impose on him too much. 
so I got out. Then I was a wanderer. I 
wiil never forget those two. nights that I 
siept with only the biue sky as a covering. 
Why or just how I got to Tom's house I 
don’t know. I believe I had determined to 
ask Tom to assist me. 

“There was my boy, gray-haired, too, 
seeing his hostler hitch. up his driving 
horse. Of course I said ‘Hello, Tom,’ just 
as I always did. I looked just as cheery 
as I could on a hungry stomach. 

“*Guess we're going to have rain.’ or 
some off-hand remark, I says, sort of lead- 
ing on. I had suddenly felt that my boys 
were strangers to me., 

“Tom did not return my greeting. He 
grumbled something and turning away 
entered his house. I followed and sat down 
in the age | room. Several minutes passed, 
then his wife came in. She said nothing. 
I asked, ‘Where’s Tom?’ ‘Oh, he’s gone 
down town,’ was what she said. That cut 
me. John, my other boy, had told me a 
few hours previous that he was willing to 
do something for me if Tom was. 

“I remember how Tom had once turned 
a beggar away when he was just out of 
school. He was a gray-haired man just like 
me, That picture had been dupliceted, only 
that I had taken the beggar’s place. 
“That is why I came here. I went to 
Dr. Starkloff and got a permit. Judge 
Hennessy told me that I could get a nice 
room at the Memorial Home for $10. I am 
now a-thinking as how can work and 
raise this money and secure a home that 
will not be that of a beggar. I can’t sleep, 
thinking as how Sarah—that is my dead 
wife—would turn in her grave if she knew 
that her husband was a pauper.”’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Mr. 
John Quinn at 4236 Cook avenue. 

“TI don’t see what right reporters have 
to call on me,”’ said he. “I don’t want to 
say anything about my father. I guess our. 
affairs are not public matters.”’ 

Mr. Thomas Quinn was somewhat sur- 
prised. Said he: 

“I don’t see how that can be. I thought 
a was away on some business. I knew 
e didn’t have much, but can’t believe he 
is a pauper. I don't see what I can do.” 


TALKED OF LYNCHING. 


The Helms Brothers Likely to Be 
Strung Up by Farmers. 


FAIRFILED, Ill., Feb. 12.—Willlam and 
Fred Helm, who killed George B. Ellis, were 
brought to this city yesterday and placed 
in jail. As soon aes this fact became known 
the farmers of the vicinity began to talk 
of lynching, and many threats against the 
prsonere were heard on the streets. W. N.

He called at the aims- 
house early Thursday afternoon and in- 
quired of Supt. Oberbeck if the could see 
Mrs. Menges. When the aged mother, who 
was summoned from her ward in another 
building, saw her boy she cried violently. 

“O, Ben! Have you come for me?” she 
exclaimed. 

Appearing not to have heard this, Ben 
asked: 


“So this is where that wretch, Will, took 
you—when we supposed that you! were be- 
ing cared for at some hospital?’ 

The old lady only sobbed for reply. 

I told you not to stick to him. This is 
all his fault, the wretch,’”’ Ben added. 

[ am £0 glad that you have come, Ben,” 
the mother said finally.

With his right arm partly about his moth- 
er’s shoulder, the son turned facing the lit- 
tle group of attendants and scored his 
brother. 

“This is all his fault. He had mother un- 
der his influence, coaxed her to live with 
him, and when tired cast her aside and sent 
her here.”’

A fire burned brightly in an open 
grate and the elderly woman slept soundly 
in a big, old-fashioned pillowed _ rocker. 
There was a trace of a smile on her face, 
and who can say that her dreams were not

“It was awful notoriety, but who knows

MET VIGOROUS OPPOSITION. 


Committee of Influential Citizens 
Argued With Him All Morning 
to Prevent His Signing 
the Ordinance. 


Mayor Ziegenhein signed the ordinance to 
widen Twelfth street from Washington av- 
enue to St. Charles street at 11:30 o’clock 
Saturday morning. The ordinance makes 
the street the same width in this block as 
it is from Market to St. Charles street, 
which is 150 feet. Between St. Charles 
street and Washington avenue the street 
is only 80 feet wide, and the proposition is 
to take 35 feet from the property owners 
on each side of the street. The extent cof 
the improvement is about 250 feet in length. 

A dramatic scene took place in the May- 
or’s office just before he reached his con- 


clusion. 

A committee consisting of William H. 
Thompson, president of the National Bank 
of Commerce; S. M. Kennard, W. F. Nol- 
ker, brewer; August Gehner, real estate 
man, and Silas B. Jones, attorney for A, D. 
Brown, president of the Hamilton & Brown 
Shoe Co., were present. 

Mr. Brown has been the chief ob- 
jector to the Twelfth street widening be- 
cause he proposed to erect a $400,000 mer- 
cantile house on the southeast corner of 
Twelfth street and Washington avenue. He 
is unwilling to give 35 feet of his 150 feet 
frontage to the city. 

Attorney Jones led the argument in fa- 
vor of the veto, and he was ably reinforced 
by Messrs. Thompson, Kennard and Geh- 
ner. 

Mr. Jones said that Mr. Brown was will- 
ing to concede ten feet, and that the samte 
concession would be made by other prop- 
erty owners on the opposite side of the 
street. This would make the street 100 
feet wide. If this concession was not ac- 
cepted Mr. Jones said he was authorized 
by Mr. Brown to serve notice that he 
would resist the ordinance by all lega: 
means. 

Mr Kennard said that the ordinance was 
a menace to the people who would be in- 
cluded in the taxing district that would 
have to pay for the improvement and he 
protested against it both for public and pri- 
vate reasons. 

Mr. Thompson made a plain, blunt 
speech. He told the Mayor that he had no 
right to saddle a costly law suit on the 
city and that the property owners would 
in self-defense resist the ordinance. Mr. 
Thompson insisted that Twelfth street 
was too wide; that it ought to be narrowed 
to 8) feet and that the history of every 
large city showed that its principal business 
streets were narrow: thoroughfares. He 
appealed to the Mayor not to give way to 
the public hue and cry for the Twelfth 
street widening. 

“It is a false and feigned cry.’’ declared 
Mr. Thompson. ‘The. people who are de- 
manding this bill own no property either 
on Twelfth street or elsewhere. They are 
not the people who you, as chief executive 
of this city, should listen to in a matter of 
this kind. The people who pay the taxes 
are the ones who should be heeded.”’ 

Mr. Gehner was more concilatory than 
Mr. Thompson and made a plausible plea 
against the ae 

The MayorM4istened with a frown on his 
smooth, ruddy countenance and he did not 
mince words in giving the committee to 
understand what he was going to do. 

“You gentlemen want me to turn my 
back on the platform that I was elected on. 
I don’t think I ought to do this, or that I 
should be asked to do so, however gentle- 
men may differ with me. I recognize that 
this is an important measure, and all the 
interests it affects. When the time comes 
I will act, and you will Know the result 
when my message reaches the City Council] 
next Tuesday evening.” 

Mr. Jones interrupted to assure the Mayor 
that he and his friends would indorse and 
help to pass a new ordinance to make 
Twelfth street 100 feet wide from Market to 
Franklin avenue. 

‘I would like to see it 10 feet wide from 
Chouteau to Cass avenues,” gaid the Mayor. 
“Last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch unfolded to 
us what a grand boulevard we could make 
out of Twelfth street for that digtance. It 
was a magnificent suggestion.”’ 

“You know that no such a scheme as that 
will ever be realized,” said Mr. Thompson. 

“That is a question,” retorted the Mayor. 
“T will dispose of this bill as my conscience 
and public policy dictates.”’ 

The committee withdrew, but for an hour 
afterwards the Mayor's office was crowded 
with politicians and callers who wanted to 
know wheat he would do with ‘the bill. 

The Mayor's staunchest friends are agreed 
that he is wise in signing the bill. 

Alderman Judy of the Second Ward, who 
was the prime mover in getting the bill 
through the Assembly, was warmly con- 
gratulated by his friends after they felt 
assured that the Mayor would sign the or- 
dinance.

An examination of the authorities, 
State and Feleral, shows, however, that un- 
der certain circumstances bailors have the 
right to arrest their principals wherever 
found and remove them to the forum from 
which they have been released, and to 
which they have obligated themselves to 
surrender. By these authorities it is re- 
garded that the bailee is aelivered into the 
custody of the bailor, and gives the bailor 
a right to take the principal into custody 
at any time, or place in order to surrender 
him; this being the exercise. of a “et 
ariain from the relations between the eel 
ties; that the bail piece is not the author- 
ity bar such arrest, but simply evidence of 
the relation.hip between the parties. 

“Such being the distinction clearly drawn, 
it can be observed that there is a funda- 
mental difference between the right of ar- 
rest by bailor and arrest under warrant, 
where such right tc arrest is based upon a 
court process which per sé can have no ex- 
tra jurisdictional power or efficiency. Irre- 
spective of any views this court might 
entertain of the question were it new and 
not affected by former decisions, we are 
constrained under stress of these decisions, 
and particularly in view of that of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, to 
hold that Von der Ahe could lawfully be 
arrested in the State of Missouri by his 
bail and removed to Pennsylvania. The 
petitioner is therefore remanded to the 
custody of Bendel, the respondent.” 


As soon as Judge Buffington rendered this 
decision Von der Ahe was placed in the 
custody of the Pittsburg sheriff, and he will 
remain with him until the judgment in full 
is paid, In other words Von der Ahe will 
not only have to make good the $2700 judg- 
ment and costs in the Baldwin case, but he 
will have to pay the cost of his capture 
and transportation from St. Louis. The 
full charges against Von der Ahe are about 
$4000, and he will have to pay up every 
cent before he can obtain his release. If 
he does not pay he will be remanded to the 
Pittsburg Jail and. remain there for ® 
days. If at the end of @ days he can ape 
himself insolvent he will be released. If he 
cmanot prove that he wil! be kept in jall 
until he pays up, 

The United States Court having declared 
Von der Ahe’s arrest and taking away from 
St. Louis legal, the local civil and criminal 
courts can do nothing in the way of sec:'r-

Left-Handed Kilroy Ccming Back Into 
the Big League. 


Kilroy, once the famous left-handed pitch- 
er of the Baltimores, is coming back into 
the big League. The Chicago people have 
selected him to play at right field, the place 
so long filled by Jimmy Ryan. 

It appears that Kilroy is a pet of Jim 
Hart's, the present head of the Chicago 
team. In fact, it is claimed that Kilroy 
owes his early rise in the business largely 
to President Hart. It was in the fall of 1885 
that Hart, then manager of the Louisvilles, 
was down South looking up young pitchers. 
He had his eye on Ramsey of the Chatta- 
noogas and Kilrdy of the Augustas. They 
were left-handers and about equal in their 
performances. Hart saw the great Ramsey 
pitch a few. 

The loutish-looking youth in the box knew 
an American Association manager was in 
the stand and he shot in his unrivaled drop 
and his now extinct rise ball with such 
Speed and cunning that Hart said: ‘‘I must 
have that man. He got him, but he paid 
for him what was said to be the largest 
price ever paid for a ballplayer up to that 
time—$700 and the gift of a worn-out pitch- 
er—and this was but one year before the 
$10,000 deal for Mike Kelly. The queerest 
part of the transaction was that the Louts- 
Ville directors, horrified by such extrava- 
gance, didn’t Know the value of the ad- 
vertisement, and cautioned Hart to keep 
quiet about the amount paid, lest they 
should be laughed at for squandering their 
money. 

This is interesting, but aside from Kil- 
roy’s fortunes. In bagging Ramsey, it 
turned out, Hart just got the start of Bar- 
nie, manager of the Baltimores. The lat- 
ter, meeting Hart, mingled congratulations 
with regrets, until the Louisville manager 
generously said: “‘There’s another there 
just as good: get Kilroy.” Barnie did so, 
and the two Southern League rivals started 
in the American Association together and 
carried their rivalry along with them. Each 
became the mainstay of his own club. 


LOSERS TO GET SOMETHING. 


The C. A. C. Adopts a New Plan About 
Paying Its Boxers. 


That scheme to pay the boxers so much 
for each fight they took part in by: the 
officers of the Chicago Athletic Club failed 
to work, and a change in the way of doing 
there has been made. 

The main change in the old agreement 
is that instead of a $100 purse for the final 


bout in each class, $126 will be hung up in 
the future, of which the loser of the bout 
will receive $25, Winners of the three-round 
preliminaries are to receive a recompansa- 
tion of $25 and a chance to meet the cham- 
pion of the class upon the following Satur- 
day night. A rule was also framed to tne 
effect that in case a boxer femained on the 
defensive throughout a bout without mak- 
ing an offensive lead the referee would have 
the right to wong ey 4 him and the offender 
would thereafter .be barred from all future 
contests before either club. 

A contestant In a class will be allowed to 
fight only once an evening. By this rule 
the managers of the club expect to have 
fresh men meet fresh men, instead of hav- 
ing a boxer draw a bye in eome class, and 
later on in the evening meet a man who 
has already fought a hard contest, and who 
is naturally at a disadvantage from the 
start. In case there is no winner of a pre- 
liminary bout (from the last tournament to 
meet the champion, the club managers re- 
serve the right to pick a man from the en- 
tries, who will be given a chance at the 
champion without having to fight any body 
ina preliminary bout. It is also stipulated 
that.in case a champion of a class hurts 
his hand or is otherwise injured in a bout 
before either club he will be allowed to 
retire for a certain period until his Injuries 
heal, and when he again returns into active 
competition he will still hold the title of 


champion.

TALK OF A MATCH BETWEEN 
JIMMY MURRAY AND ONE 
OF THE LOCAIS. , 


KID MCOY AND JACK BONNER. 


Their Talked-Of Meeting in St. Louis 
Causes Considerable Comment 
in Boxing Circles. 


Jimmy Murray, the champion of Ohio, 
who faced Ed Lally at the Oriental Thea- 
ter the other night, is still in town and 


| there is talk of a match between him and 


one of the best men in St. Louis at his 
weight. Murray’s hands were in fearful 
shape when he met Lally, but they are all 
right now. He says the mill with Lally 
actually did his hands good and that the 
next man he meets will find this out. 


The talk of bringing Kid McCoy here to 
meet Jack Benner has caused considerable 
comment in St. Loulg boxing circles. Mc- 
Coy has never yet been seen in 8t. Louis. 


McCoy is just now going around the coun- 
try offering any pugilist who will stand 
before him four rounds $200. So far he has 
but little trouble getting away with “the 
“unknowns” who have faced him. Jack 
Benner, whom he talks of facing here, is 
the man who met Steve O’Donnell, Ruhlin 
and other heavyweights in the East, 


Homer Selby, McCoy’s brother, now says 
the Kid is willing to meet Choynski, He 
says: “The Kid will match Choynski or any 
cther heavyweight as soon as his six weeks 
expire. He has given Corbett or Fitzsim- 
mons six weeks in which to accept his chal- 
lenge. Money is up with Sam Austin. If 
neither Corbett nor Fitzsimmons accept the 
challenge by March 9, which will be six 
weeks, the Kid will proclaim himself 
champion heavyweight of the world, and be 
prepared to defend it against Choynski or 
any one else who accepts it.”’ 

“It is strictly a bona fide propositien, and 
not made for advertising purposes?’ 

“No, sir; Kid is out of the theatrical busi- 
ness. He is not picking out his. people to 
fight. He would, of course, rather fight 
Fitz or Corbett than any one else. They 
are at the top of the pugilistic ladder, Of 
course, the quickest way to get to the top 
is to whip somebody who is already there. 
I have given these two men six weeks to 
accept, If they don’t Kid isn’t going to quit 
the r ng. He is going to do what Fitzsim- 
mons will not do, take the belt and defend 
it against all comers. The heavyweights 
need not get the least bit worried. Kid 
will give them plenty to do. He will take 
them on as fast as they come. Choynski 
is not barred; Maher or anybody else. Kid 
is not four-flushing or grand-standing.”’ 


It is generally understood in puegilistic 
circles that George Kerwin of C "hie cago did 
right in refusing to meet Kid McPartlane 
at Buffalo. Both men had agreed to weig@ 
in at the ringside at 136 pounds, Kerwin 
declared that it was the understanding thas 
the fighters were to weigh in at 6 o’clock 
in the evening in the clubhouse of the Tor- 
onto Rowing Club.

A $500,000 Spectacular Fire in the 
Heart of New York City. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12,—From a spectacular 
standpoint last night's fire in the Nassau 
Chambers, belonging to Levi P. Morton, was 
remarkable. While the flames burned most 


fiercely sparks: fell for blocks around, The 
shower was so thick in nae Hall Park, two 
blocks away from the burning building, that 
spectators there were driven to shelter. 
The blaze started in a bicycle store in the 


ternal revenue stamps worth $100,000 were 
burned. 

The Nassau Chambers was an L-shaped 
store and office building, seven stories high, 

with frontages at 114 and 116 Nassau street 
ane 75 Ann street. The building was sup- 
posedly a fire-proof structure. 

Three hours after it had started the fire 
was under control, but at one time it looked 
as if the destruction might reach far into 
the millions. Alarm after alarm was sent 
In as the fire gained headway. Buildings in 

all directions were at times burning on cor- 
nices and roofs, where sparks and chunks 
of flame had fallen. It was a tae far the flerc- 
est fire occurring down town in recent 
years, There were pte ned in action 36 
engines, ten trucks, three water spouts and 
five insurance patrols, with 19 battalion 
chiefs. With all the great army of firemen 
fighting the flames at close range it was 
singular that there was no serious acci- 
dent. Several women working in the bulld- 
ing and John Smith, the panitor, had nar- 
row escapes. 

Brands dropping through an airshaft set 
fire to the L-shaped bullding 119 and 112 
Nassau street and 43 Ann street, the ground 
floor of which is occupied by Moduro Bros., 
dealers in men’s furnishing goods, 

The fire in this buildi was quickly ex- 
tinguished, but the buildin at 118 Nassau, 
five stories = the ground floor of which 
is occu y, Espenschied, a hatter, was 
badly oa 

Away skyward, under eaves of the build- 
ings from ten to cwenty. stories in height, 
on Broadway, eh Nassau and neigh- 
boring streets, incipient blazes could be 
seen growing amid the display of sparks. 
The Syndicate Building, in course of erec- 
tion, hed nothing more inflammable about 
it than a scaffol ing on the 26th floor. This 
made a merry blaze for about ten minutes 
and then disappeared. 

At one time no less than fourteen build- 
ings were burning, and had there been a 
wind the damage must have been enormous. 
As it was the smaller fires were quickly ex- 
tinguished. 

The seven upper stories of the Vanderbilt 
Building, which is a 14-story structure, were 
badly damaged. Owing to the height of 
this structure, the firemen had great diffis 
culty in extinguishing the blaze. 

The loss is estimated at $500,000. 

About 6 o’clock this morning the building 
at 23 Park Row caught fire, owing, it is 
supposed, to sparks blown from the Nassau 
street fire. The Caterer, a hotel publication, 
was damaged to the extent of , and the 
offices of William Steinitz, proprietor of a 
chess syndicate, suffered to a similar ex- 
tent. The total loss was about $7000. 

The police to-day stated that the Nassau 
Chambers Building had been damaged to 
the extent of $100,000 and its tenants $52,000. 
The damage to the tenements at 110 and 112 
Nassau is $50,000; at 118, $20,000, and at 122 
$7000. The Vanderbilt Building is said to 
be damaged to the extent of $10,000 and its 
tenants . making a total for last night's 
fire of $244,000.

SIX MORE BODIES FOUND. 


Thirty-Five Persons Still Missing at 
Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 12.—Two more 
bodies were taken from the ruins of Wed- 
nesday night’s fire this morning. They were 
the bodies of William Finch of the fire de- 
partment, known as “Little Chief,” and 
George Newman, an inspector for the Phil- 
adelphia Natural Gas Co. The finding of 
these bodies makes thirteen already taken 
from the ruins, and it is now believed the 
workmen are Close to where a number of 
bodies will be found. An additional force 
of 20 men were ut to work clearing the 
debris and it is thought that if there are 
any more bodies in the ruins they will be 
uncovered withing the next 24 hours, 

Thirty-five pers®ns are still missing. Eight 
of the victims were buried to-day and the 
interment of the others will take place to- 
morrow. The origin of the fire is a mys- 
tery, but Marshal McFadden is of the opin- 
ion that it was caused by spontaneous com- 
bustion. 

Four mors bodies were taken out of the 
ruins at noon, making the number of known 
dead 17. Three were identified. Their names 
are: W. F. Doran, David B. Weckerly and 
Prof, James Moxan.

Excitement Caused by the Arres of 
Three Well Dressed Young Girls. 


About 4 oeélock Friday afternoon three 
well-dressed girls entered the jewelry store 
of W. Haberman & Co., #7 Olive stree:, 
and asked to be shown some brooches. Mr. 


Habermann waited upon them. They looked 
at several, but said none of them suited, 
and left the store without purchasing. 

They had been gone about five minutes 
when Mr. Habermann discovered that one 
of the brooches was missing.

A MUTE STORY OF POVERTY. 


It Told of a Fruitless Search for Work, 
Ending in Starvation and 
Death From Exposure.

man was unconscious and from the half- 
closed eyes and the drooping lower jaw it 
was rightly guessed he was dying.

Patrolman Sweeney was summoned, 
he joined the foreman in trying to # ouse 
the fellow to a consciousness of his sur- 
roundings, but to no purpose.

moved to the City Hospital, where Dr. Sut- 
ter said he could not live through the day. 

The circumstances of the case were in 
some peoperse mysteriovs, and the mounted 
police had an impression that perhaps it was 
a case of suicide by poisoning, but the City 
Hospital physician diagnosed the case as 
nephritis, caused by exposure, 

Still it was regarded as singular that the 
man had no shoes, and that a razor and

shaving brush found in his pocket were at 
least good for a night’s lodging. 

He oon no money and no other valua- 
bles. He carried a card of the Koenig Em- 
ployment Agency, 612 Walnut street, and a 
small envelope, which bore the name of E. 
Cc. ells, contractor, but there was abso- 
lutely nothing else by which he could be 
identified. 

It was evident he was of Irish extraction, 
apparently about 32 or years of age, 
tall and slender. He wore his dark hair 
short-cropped, and a beard of several] days’ 
growth. When undressed at the City Hos- 
pital the bones of his body stood out in 
startling relief, like one who had become 
emaciated from starvation. 

His clothing, of a dark color and in a 
dilapidated condition, contained but one 
pocket, in which were all of his earthly 
possessions, above enumerated. He had a 
stiff hat, much the worse for wear, which 
was found lying by his side. 

A puzzling circumstance of the case was 
that the man’s clothing was soaking wet. 
There had been no rain since Thursday 
night, which proved that the unfortunate 
fellow had been sleeping outdoors for sev- 
eral nights. It was thought he might have 
wandered away from some one of the city 
institutions near Tower Grove Park, either 
the Insane Asylum or the Poorhousée, His 
cadaverous and shaven face gave some 
color to that theory, but the clothing was 
against it, for it bore every appearance of 
sad usage and was unlike anything seen 
in the city institutions. 

The diagnosis of the case made by Dr. 
Sutter at the hospital, showing nephritis 
from exposure, developed something of the 
truth. 
in search of employment.

City Counselor Marshall also declared in 
Open court that if the persons who were re- 
sponsible for the North and South bill had 
their just deserts every one of them would 
be in the penitentiary. 


President Meier of the Clty Council] re- 
fused to attach his signature to the’ bill 
when it passed the Council last June. The 
Court of Appeals recently decided that he 
must do so, but he ‘thas appealed to the 
i iam Court, and the issue is still pend- 
ng. 
President Meler originally refused to sign 
the bill on account of irregularities in its 
career through the Council, but the objec- 
tions that were raised against the bill’s 
legality originally were avoided by its 
friends Friday night, and it is claimed that 
the President cannpt escape his plain duty 
to sign the bill in its present shape. 

The North) and South bill asks for a 60- 
year franchise to operate 100 miles of street 
railway, The lines run all over the city, 
cross and recross the tracks of other street 
railways and actually occupy them wher- 
ever it is convenient. 

The bill was called up unexpectedly last 
night to its opponents but with evident de- 
liberation by its friends. It was rudely 
jerked out of the hands of the Railroads 
Committee, placed before the Council in 
Committee of the Whole and passed by a 
vote of 8 to 6. 

The direct excuse the majority gave for its 
rabid action was the following letter: 


ST WCOUIS, Feb. 11, 

Honorable Preside... and Members of the City 
Council—We would respectfully state that House 
bill 282, granting certain rights to this com- 
pany, has been in the possession of your Rail- 
mad Committee fully 90 days. We would call 
rour attention to the fact that this bill has 
had numerous public hearings without a prop- 
erty holder on the entire line objecting to its 
assage, while its passage has been petitioned 
or by the North St. Louis Improvement Agso- 
Ciation, the South Broadway Merchants’ Asso- 
Ciation, the South St. Louls Improvement Asso-

over 100 real estate firms representing tax- 
payers of the city and a number of the largest 
taxpayers themselves, such as the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association, Allen estate, Tyler 
estate and numerous other taxpayers and prom-.

It was true that his committee had mot 
taken any action on the alleged new North 
and South bill, admitted Prof. Ives, but 
every member of the Council was well 
aware of the legal complications that had 
overtaken that measure, and he was frank 
to say that he did not propose to take the 
rsa up until the courts had disposed of 
e. 

Mr. Horton made the most earnest speech 
that has been listened to in years in the 
Council Chamber. He protested against the 
North and South bill, he said, mainly be- 
cause it was a steal and in direct opposition 
to the Julian law. It disposed of 100 miles of 
streets for a mere pittance, Under his 
oath to support the laws of the State he 
could not vote for the bill, because it was 
against the law.

J. J. Brown, Jr., has just returned from 
the Klondike and brings to St. Louis the 
first authentic news of the welfare of St. 
Louisans along the Yukon, 

He is the guest of F. H. Grovreau at 3113 
California avenue. With his host and C,

W. Rutledge he will organize a company of 
eight men and leave for the fields about 
March 1. The members of this new com- 
pany will go to Alaska and will be expected 
to assist in working the claims. 

This new organization will cast its for- 
tunes with one-already in existence. Un- 
der the old law 800-foot tracts have been 
staked off. Later legislation cut this figure 
down to a 10-foot claim for each individu- 
al, but does not affect land already secured. 

Mr. Brown was one of a party of four 
who left St. Louls last August for the 
Yukon. No disastrous mishap marked the 
journey, and the little company is now 
firmly settled 60 miles south of Dawson, 
digging in pay dirt. 

The general health is good, and the men 
are jubilant over the prospects of a speedy 
fortune. i 


Associated with Mr. Brown are Dr. E. B. 
Kenner of the Missouri Medical College, 


H. 8. Strite of 4100 Olive street and James 
Needham of Collinsville, Ill. 

“We got to Dyea without incident about 
the last of August,” said Mr. Brown to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday. 

‘We had plenty of provisions and seven 
stout horses. The shortest way into the 
Yukon is across Chilkoot Pass and this we 
selected. The first inconvenience was the 
mud. It is soft and gticky, the horses of-

“The claim extends back to the mountain 
side on either side of the creek.

e recorded two, and in three dug a 
small hole and threw in a pick and shovel 
to show that it had been selected. These will 
be worked later. 

“We were fortunate in our location, Hen- 
derson Creek dirt was yielding when I came 
out $1.40 to the pan. At Seattle last week I 
met a miner who came out later and he said 
#4 and $5 was secured to the pan. 

There is nothing difficult about mining, 

but the manual labor. The digging is done 
in winter, when the mud nuisance is absent. 
Fires are built on the ground to thaw it out, 
and a hole 4x8 feet started. 
“This thawing process is repeated all the 
way down the hole. An improvised wind- 
lass is used to take the dirt out. At a 
depth of 18 feet we etruck a granite forma. 
tion and thought it was bed rock, where 
the gold should be. Three feet deeper we 
came to ancient soi] of black silt, and four 
feet beneath this pay dirt was found, The 
fine particles of gold appear in the dirt like 
gravel and are po i A detected. 

“Tt is taken out in buckets and dumped 
in little piles along the creek bank out of 
reach of the water. Ina few moments it is 
frozen so hard that a team of mules could 
not budge one of the —— 

“In the spring, when the ice and snow 
melt on the mountains, sluice boxes are 
built ant Se gold separated from the dirt 
by a washing process. 

“Tt is then put in little gacks and ready 
for exchange for currency. 

“We think our fortune has been rare. 
Of the 300 men who started from Dyea when 
we did but eight have seen Dawson City. 
Some arc stuck in the ice in Chilkoot, others 
have lost their outfits and turned back, 
more have become discouraged by the 
dreary outlook, and I fear not a few have 
succumbed to the intense cold, 

“T usually wear a couple of suits of un- 
derclothing, three pairs of socks and moc- 
casins. On my hands I wear woolen mit- 
tens continually and over my mouth and 
nose a silk handkerchief to keep out the 

My head and ears are protected by 
a thick cap. 

“To be anything Hke warm one has to 
keep moving all the time. Old miners al- 
Ways carry some dry birch bark and a 
piece of candle in their pockets to kindle 
a fire in an emergency. 

“Amusement in Dawson City is ag rare 
as food. A local brewery furnishes what 
is termed beer, but is a long way from the 

enuine article. Whisky, that tastes like 

cacy rum and cayenne pepper, selis for #0 
cents a drink. I never knew anyone to 
get drunk on it. Cigars are 2% cents apiece 
and there are no cigarettes. 

“Little currency is in circulation, all pay- 
ments being made in dust, for an ounce 
of which dealers give $17 in trade.”

diplomatic correspondence, though as to 
this matter, as has been stated heretofore, 
the President will await Minister Wood- 
ford’s fuller advices before qayening.

“TI ran to the field again 
as fast as I could and 
brought back another 
wounded soldier in the 
same way. 1 made twen- 
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ty-two trips of this kind, and each time brought back 
a wounded soldier, while the bullets were hissing all 
about me. Balls of fire almost blinded me. This, 
mingled with the snapping and crashing, the orders of 
the officers and the cries and shrieks of the wounded, 
almost unnerved me. 

‘When I started for the shore the twenty-third 
time I found that the men were retreating to the 
boat. I was afraid that I should be trampled to 
death in the panic. I went to the room where were 
the wounded and asked to be let in. The place was 
so crowded I could hardly stand. The four boats 
pulled out into the river and ran back three miles, 
where they anchored. As they pulled out I could 
still hear the groans and cries. Om the deck I found 
about forty wounded soldiers. These I helped into 
the cabin, filling the staterooms with them, con- 
trary to the captain’s orders. 

“IT was up all night soothing the wounded men, 
assisting the surgeon in dressing the wounds and 
making bandages. I had to tear my own white 
skirts into strips because there was nothing else to 
be had. It was a terrible time. 

“The second day after the battle Col. Wheatley, 
who was in command of the regiment, came into 
the cabin and invited me on the bow 6o bid good-by 
to the boys. They were leaving that morning to go 
overland by a roundabout way to reach Col. Mulll- 
gan. The officers were all drawn up. Col. Wheatley 
stood on-.one side and Lieut.-Col. Dick O’Neill stood 
on the other. Near him was the most beautiful 
snow-white horse I have ever seen. 

“Col. Wheatley in a very sad and solemn speech 
presented me with the white horse. He said it was 
a mark of gratitude from the officers of the regi- 
ment for my kindness to the boys during the three 
weeks on the boat, and what the Colonel called my 
heroic action in carrying the wounded to a place of 
safety during the heat of battle. 

“T answered the Colonel's speech, thanking the 
boys for my beautiful horse, and saying that I 
should always consider him a tribute of love from 
the Twenty-sixth Indiana; that what I had done for 
them had been one of the greatest pleasures of my 
life, and that I had performed only my duty to my 
country and to the brave boys in’ I told them 
I would try to show my gratituce ‘y visiting the 
wounded each day in the Goverrment livspital at 
St. Louis.

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MISS GANNON DISCUSSES 
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MODEL TENEMENT-HOUSE. 
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these two women between them have solved a problem 
that mere men have been striving at unsuccessfully 
for half a century. They have brought their women’s 
wits to bear on a subject that has defied solution for 
more year's than they count between them, and so 
have designed a model tenemert-house that has been 
approved of by all the practica: thinkers, architects 
and builders of the world. 

The model tenement which Mary Gannon and Alice 
Hands have designed is not an idle dream but a 
reality. Plans nave been filed at the Building Depart- 
ment, and within a week or two at most ground will 
be broken for the new house in West Sixty-seventh 
street. 

The building they have designed will be adapted 
wholly and entirely to the wants of those who are te 
occupy it. 

The front of the building will measure 100 feet, and 
it will be 50 feet in depth. It will be of buff brick 

ith limestone trimmings, six stories in height. There 
will be eight apartments on every floor, some of three 
rooms and ranging to more expensive flats of six 
rooms each. 

From $8 to $18 a month wfi be the rental asked, 
and absoiute comfort will be possible within each 
(ttle flat. Each family will have a balcony and a coal 
bin, and there will be a roof garden, where sick babies 
may be cared for in the warm weather. 

The building will be fireproof, thus removing one of 
the most awful dangers to which the lives of the 
tenement dweller ‘s exposed. Every inch of space has 
been utilized, and there will be no halls or stairs 
within the house. The stairs, which wil] be of iron, 
will circle upward in the courtyard, protected by a 
fire-proof casing of iron and brick, through the centre 
of which will run the fre'ght elevator. > 

The courtyard in the centre of the building will 
make perfect ventilation and ght possible to every 
apartment. Some will open on the street reaching 
through to the court, and will have the direct current 
of air. 

At night an e-ectric arc light will hang in the centre 
of the court, illum‘nating the dfferent floors and bal- 
conies. Everyth'ng will be arranged with such com- 
fort and niceness that it will be different from the 
tenement that we know of. 

The roof garden will be one of the features, Miss 
Gannon and Miss Hands propose to lay a flooring of 
wood about a foot above the ttn roofing, protecting 
the garden from the heat which the tin roof retains. 
There will be awnings and plants and hammocks to 
transform the place into a veritaole garden in the 
air. 

In each room there wil] be a hanging closet 3x6 
feet. The Living room will be the largest, and will be 
about four times the size of the average tenement 
room. It will contain a range for coal or gas, a sink 
with hot and cold water, and a kitchen china closet. 

A small room adjoining will have stationary tubs, 
which may be converted into a bath-tub by removing 
a middle partition. This room, which also affords 
toilet conveniences, is partioned off and thoroughly 
ventilated. It has a cemented floor and wails which 
permit of a wash'ng out with a hose if desired. 

The sleeping-rooms are extra large, are provided 
with built-in hanging closets, and have free ventilation. 
not from an air-shaft. but from the street and court. 

“Our two rooms in Forsyth street cost us $15 a 
month,’ said M'ss Gaanon. “One of them was dark, 
and we had to burn gas all day, thus bringing our gas 
bill up to $8. We lived exactly as those around us did. 
We tried to beautify the rooms, but they were so un- 
beautiful that they did not lend themselves readily to 
ornamentation. 

“We bought our food and fuel as the others did, tn 
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threaten them on their do-eful journey. Untold mental 
sufferings surround them at every step. Anguish, 
tears and misery accompany them. 

At last, weeping and moaning, the souls come to that 
dread place where the Book of Judgment is opened, 
wherein each man’s record is faithfully kept.

Shou.d they attempt to escape they are pushed back 
by devils—pushed back eternally.
